MaxsrieLp, 0., June 8.—A terrific ex-
plosion of guopowder at 4:30 o’clock this
afternoon, cansed the lossof a baby’s life
and the serious injury of its mother and
little sister, beside destroying two dwelliog
houses and ruining the mosuments in a
burying ground, Lightuing struck the
powder warehouse of Tracy & Avery, sitn-
ated at the eastern edge of the eity, and im-
medintely 5,572 pounds of the explosive
went up in a pufl of white smoke. The
residence of Henry Roost, a laborer, and an
unoccupied house owneda by Johm C. Bhaw,
abou: 75 feet from the warebouse, were levelled
to the pround as completely as If eagh timber
had been torn from ite place and thrown upon
the ground. Mrx Roost, her Syear-old
dsughier and JSmonthsald son were in the
house when the expiosion ocourred, The baby
was near the back door and tbe force of the
explogion carried ita little body 25 feet from
the bouse, Its skull was crushed against a
timber. The mother and dasghter were buried
In the debris

The fire dépariment and the unfortunate
family's neiglibors dug The two buried victims
out of the debriz. The little girl has an uely
wound five incbes long on the head, snd the
skull is furrowed. Mrs. Roost's body is badly
bruised and her face torn by the powder, Of
the powder magazrne not & brick or stone re-
maine,  Pieces of bricks were thrown s quarter
of a mile and buried themselve: in the sides of
the hills surrounding the wvalley in which the
warchouse was situated. -2
